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THE FUTURE OF THE NEGRO 


Rev. J. G. Merrill, D. D. says Education 
Will Work out his Salvation. 


Rev. J. G. Merrill, D. D., Dean of 
Fiske University, Nashville, Tenn., 

reached at the union. service at the 

wrence street Congregational church 
Sunday morning. His sermon was upon 
the negro question and was ve.y in- 
teresting and valuable. 

The sermon began with a reference to 
the solidarity of the United States on 
account of which it is impossible to 
have one-tenth of its population viz: 
the negroes of America remain ignorant 
and vicious without untolu injury to 
the Republic. 

The condition of the negroes of the 
South in many respects is most deplor- 
able. Their political disbarment, their 
exclusion from social life, trade dis- 
criminations against them are bad 
enough but worse than any or all of 
these is their ignorance and the vice 
and superstition whiich grow out of 
ignorance. 


THERE IS A BRIGHT SIDE 


however and this it is well for the peo- 
ple of the North to know. The uned- 
ucated negro is the terrible problem, the 
educated negro is the solution of the 
problef. The equipment of leaders to 
lead the race out of its degradation is 
one of the most hopeful signs of the 
times. Such institutions at Fisk unl- 
versity, the oldest and most influential 
of the schools of its class, are rearing a 
constantly increasing company of 
young people who almost without ex- 
ception are. working toward several 
beneficent results. 


THE SOUTH THE PLACE FOR NE- 
GROES 


is one of these results. Ten or fifteen 
years ago graduates from institutions 
like Fisk, used to speak of the North as 
“God's country,” and turned to the 
north star to seek their careers much 
as their fathers had done to obtain free- 
dom. All this‘is changed, Providence 
has made it a necessity both for the 


race and the region that the bulk of the 
African race of America should abide 
in the south-land. Where the mass of 
one’s people dwell there should its lead- 
ers be found and the better equipped 
and the more far-sighted the graduates 
of the college and university are, the 
more clear is their conviction that they 
should stay among their own people 
and lift them up. 


A RACE CONSCIOUSNESS 


is another outcome of this type of edu- 
cation. Every year it is becoming less 
a feeling of regret on the part of the 
bright negro youth that he was born 
black. In fact a commendable race 
pride abounds, and why not? Fifty 
years ago and less the whole race chat- 
tes! Many then regarded the negro a 
mere brute, denied him the possession 
of a soul. Today a negro arust is one 
of three Americans whose paintings 
purchased by the French government 
hang in the Luxemborg. One gradu- 
ate of Fisk stands in the front rank of 
the younger sociologists of America, 
another as an army surgeon in the late 
war with Spain was chosen to read a 
paper before the national convention of 
surgeons in New York cit~ in June. An- 
other carried off the honors of Harvard 
Medical school and another of Yale 
Theological seminary a few years ago, 
and all these are holding enviable posi- 
tions in their respective vocations. F f- 
teen years ago did a negro church wish 
to havea social no home was large 
enough to entertain it, where now 
twenty homes are equal to such a func- 
tien, The colored man and woman of 
culture can thus afford to say “Very 
well! if our white friends spurn our 
company we can find companionship 
equally as good among our own and can 
be content.” 


EVEN THE GREAT DISABILITIES 


which are being put upon the negroes 
are being used as a stepping stone 
toward their success. Of the four hun- 
dred graduates of Fisk over two hun- 
dred are teachers, nearly one hundred 
principals in high or grammar schools 
or professors in colleges; fifteen to 
twenty thousand negro boys and girls 
are taught annually by these who have 
received their education at the same 
institution. These things are so be- 
cause the white people of the Sou.h in- 
sist upon separate schools for the ne- 
groes and the white teachers of the 


- South do not deign to teach a negro 
school or permit a northern teacher to finding bottom.

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SOUTHERN GIRLS NOT ATHLETIC. 


Possibly the most peculiar thing 
about the muscle developing in the 
south generally, Atlanta, particularly, 
is the failure of women to participate 
in athletics of any dcescription. The 
woman who goes in earnestly for ath- 
letics of any kind here is a rara avis; 
there are a few it is true, and there 
have been those who dashed madly in 
at the hight of a fad only to dash madly 
out again at the first opportunity. This 
fickieness is to be deplored. 

In the east, the north and the west 
the proportion of athletic women is far 
above the proportion here. Just why 
the southern woman has never picked 
up physical culture is a mystery. Socie- 
ty women of the north and east are, 
speaking in a general sense, sturdier 
| stronger, and have broader shoulders 
than the society woman of the south. 
This is due to swimming, tennis, golf, 
horseback riding and wheeling, carried 


to that extent which would surprise 
most woman here. 

Innante modesty of the southern wo- 
man may have something to do with 
her persistent refusal to place herself 
on a footing with her brother in sports 
and athletics but that seems improb- 
able. There is no good reason to give, 
| but the fact remains. In Atlanta there 
'are pessibly not more than four or five 

who play tennis moderately well—and 

tennis promises to be the fad this sum- 

mer—there are not more than half a 

dozen who play” golf, very few who 

wheel and still fewer who join in other 
outdoor amusements. 

In southern summer resorts these 
things are largely unheard of; in east- 
ern resorts, Newport, Saratoga, Nar- 
ragansett, Lenox and such places the 
women spend nearly all their time out- 
doors. That seems to be one of the in- 
bred differences between the southern 
and eastern women,

For the Starving Millions. 


An appeal from the American Rama- 
bai association for funds to carry on 
work in starving India, is being made 
all through the United States. There 
is a branch of the association here and 
offerings may be left with Miss Agnes 
Park who will forward them tothe gen- 
eral treasurer, 

The work is being directed in India 
by a native woman. named Pundita 
Ramabai who has gone into the famine 


districts at the risk of her life to save. 


women and children from starvation 
and ruin. In May, however she suc- 
cumbed to fatigue, heat, a slight sun- 
stroke, and was very ill for several 
weeks. She writes as follows. 

“You must not worry. ‘God pro- 
tects us here. If you -were to see 
the famine sufferers as I have seen 
them, you would know what it is 
that drives me to work. Thousands 

‘of young girls are wandering about 
Gujerat and Rajputana, who must 
be saved. It is appalling that over 
ten per cent. of the deserted girls 
have gone into the hands of the 
devil.» Our strength and means are 
too limited; but we must go forward 
in faith, and save as.many as we 
can, I have sent three women into 
the famine district, and hope to go 
again myself as soon as 1am well 
enough, 

“The girls saved from starvation 
in 1897 are doing wonderfully well. 
At the annual examination fifty per 
cent. passed. Many will join the 
higher standard when the school re- 
opens. Forty of the old famine 
girls are helping te as matrons and 
teachers in the schools started this 
year. During the vacation the girls 
are busy sewing, mending, pickling 
mangoes, house-cleaning, etc. 

“LT have been obliged to take one 
hundred from Mukti to Sharada 
Sadan. The number in our homes 
has increased to eight hundred and 
sixty. I thank all our friends who 
are holding up my hands and help- 
ing. Ine in every way. God bless you 
a {” 

Her friends write of her — 

“Ramabai is a native, and knows 
how to deal with her people. She 
has had experience in three famines 
and knows the best methods of re- 
lief. She will make one rupee do 
the work of a dollar. She is wise, 
economical, and far-seeing. Not ~ 
only is she clothing naked bodies 
and putting food into hungry mouths 
but she is preparing each one of her 
pupils for a life of self-support, a 
life of usefulness and purity. 

“Ramabai’s friends would not 
wish that one dollar less should go 
to other relief organizations, but 
they do ask for the generous support 
of a work that must appeal to “all 
sorts and conditions of men.”

wearied, rheumatic, worn out humanity 
may repair and come away, their minds 
refreshed, their bodies clean and healthy, 
their nerves in a normal state once 
more. 


ipulated, are to be agents which will 
bring about these wonderful results, 
and make Frye Village into the Mecca 
of all those above mentioned individuals. 
The Village will become well known 
by those who never before had heard of 
its existence. They will travel miles to 
test the excellence and participate in 
the delights of Paul Hannegan’s Turk- 
ish baths and Swimming tanks, for that 
is what he of the Lithia. Water fame 
has commenced the construction of on 
the Hussey property, recently purchased 
from the heirs at Frye Village. 

Either by fate or by chance, Mr. Han- 
negan’s fortunes seem bound up in And- 
over and its surroundings. His Ballard- 
vale Lithia water, now controlled by a 
company, has become known the world 
over and now, if his plans be fully real- 
ized, his Turkish baths and Swimming 
school will achieve more than a local 
reputation. Though still somewhat 
vague, the plans for his Turkish bath 
will be similar to those under the 
Tremont theatre on ‘Tremont street, 
Boston, only on an improved and larger 
scale. -At this bath is a plunge 10x21 
feet in size, while Mr. Hannegan plans 
to have one 50x100 feet in dimensions. 
At Boston there is a hot room, 14x20 
feet with temperature at 135 degrees; 
another extra hot room, 8x12 feet, with 
temperature at 150 degrees. There are 
also steaming rooms, lounging rooms, 
shower-baths and various closets or 
private rooms where the disrobing is 
carried on. The Frye Village bath will 
have all these things and more. There 
are to be accommodations for both men 
and women and attendants for both. 

At the Tremont bath, women are only 
able to use the facilities from 8 a. m. to 
1p. m., but here the baths will be open 
to both all the time. They are to be sit- 
uated in a stone building the probable 
dimensions of which will be about 75x 
100 feet. The interior walls and floors 
will be of marble and tiles. In front, on 
Main’ street, will be a pretty and at- 
tractive waterfall. 

Besides the bath, Mr. Hannegan is 
planning for swimming tanks where in- 
struction in swimming may be given 
separately to both sexes. Each tank 
will be about 25x100 feet in dimensions 
made with Portland cement and glazed 
bricks such as are used in the Boston 
Subway. These tanks will also be ina 
stone building and probably under a 
separate cover from the Turkish bath. 
Here parents may send their children 
and be entirely assured of the safety 
while they are being taught to swim. 
This will be a great blessing to more 
than one father and mother which will 
not cost a bit more-than the outlay is 
worth. 

The expense in building these baths 
will be great for they are meant to be 
classed among the very best in America, 
and Mr. Hannegan is running some 
chances, but the public usually appre- 
ciates a good thing and they will find 
one here before many months pass. 
Work on excavating and laying pipe is 
even now going on. ‘The plans for the 
bath are not yet completed however. 
All the necessary water will be taken 
from Hussey’s pond, which is a body of 
fresh, pure water, fed by springs. It is 
here that a great saving in expense will 
come. The baths will be easily reached 
by electrics from Andover, Lawrence, 
Haverhill, Reading, and all neighboring 
towns.

erintendent of Schools, George E. John- 
son, that he received his ideas of start- 
ing a Turkish bath and Swimming 
school here.

A Progressive Doctor, 


Dr. J. P. Torrey has just purchased a 
new X-ray machine which he expects to 
find very useful in his practice in exam- 
ining broken bones, foreign substances, 
diseases of the lungs, etc. The machine 
is a Ziegler Ruhmkorff coil, with a bat- 
tery of six cells which sends an eight 
inch spark through the Crooks tube. 

The machine is used with the fluoros- 
cope or by photography. If used with 
the fluoroscope, which is a box fitting 
closely to the eyes and enlarging to the 
other end wherein there is a compo- 
sition of barium platino cyanide, it must 
be used ina darkened room, whereas, 
when a photograph is taken it makes 
no difference. In using the fluoroscope, 
the box is placed to the eyes and the ob- 
ject to be investigated is placed between 
the end of the fluoroscope and the 
Crooks tube, which in operation is filled 
with a greenish yellow light and smail 
sparks. One is able to see the bones of 
the hand, arm, or the lungs and heart 
of another person. Dr. Torrey has 
already taken a picture of a broken arm 
at the elbow and was able to see just 
how the bones were lying. In taking a 
photograph the holder containing the 
plate on which the picture is to be 
made is placed upon a stand and the ob- 
ject laid upon the plate holder. Then 
the Crooks tube is turned on above the 
object and an exposure made, varying 
in length in accordance with the thick- 
ness of the object being photographed. 

Dr. Torrey has an operating room 
fitted up with all the necessities of such 
a place and his X-ray will bea great 
help to him there. The machine is 
portable so that it may be taken to the 
bed side of the patient when the patient 
cannot get to the office. He will place 
his machine at the use of other phys- 
icians inthe vicinity. ;

State Commander P, D, Smith of G. A. R. 
will not grant one tojGen. 
Lawton Post. 


About 40 members of Gen. Lawton 
post turned out Wednesday night to 
hear tke communication from: De- 
parment Sommander Smith relating 


to a charter. The result was not 
unexpected, and as will be seen 
by their manifesto to the public 


there were no inditations of “scuttle” 
in their deliberations. It was voted 


that a fund be raised at oncé for the 
benefit of all needy veterans or their 
widows and orphans who may’ be re- 
siding in Lawrence, and that this fund 
be applied strictly for this object and 
for no other. All future efforts to se- 
cure a charter was left entirely with 
Vice Commander Ww ie be with full 
power to adopt any ‘plan that he may 
deem advisable. : 

The names of 48 veterans not mem- 
bers of the G. A. R. have already been 
reported as possible accessions to Law- 
ton Post. The meeting was character- 
ized by great enthusiasm and a deter- 
mination to ‘fight it out on this l.ne if, 
it took all summer.” 

The manifesto reads as follows: 

With regret we would announce 
to our many friends in Lawrence 
that our petition for a charter has 
been denied by the state officials of 
the Grand Army of the Republic. 

The letter from ‘tthe department 
commander conveying his decision 
contains allusions of a personal na- 
ture which prevent its publication 
verbatim. He concludes, however, 


by saying: “A few comrades who 
are eligible to become members of 
the Grand Army of the Republic 


may suffer by my act, but as de- 
partment commander I do what I 
think is for the highest good of our 
order, and so I respectfully return 
the petition with my disapproval.” 

If the question is asked: What 
will be the effect of this decision 
upon our existence as an organiza- 
tion? it may be easily answered, 

We shall continue to act as we 
have done heretofore as an inde- 
pendent post, carrying out fully the 
principles of the Grand Army of the 
Republic in our internal and exter- 
nal relations; ‘We shall endeavor, 
by avoiding errors that have been 
made in the administration of af- 
fairs relating to the welfare of the 
old soldier, to attract to our organ- 
ization that large body of Civil 
Wer veterans in Lawrence who 
have withdrawn from the Grand 
Army, or who for various reasons 
have never affiliated with it. 

Relieved as an independent organ- 
ization from some of the financial 
burdens resting on the posts of the 
Grand Army of the Republic, and 
finding already a hearty response 
when funds are needed, we shall ex- 
ercise the right and privilege of 
ministering to the necessities of 
those who are bound to us by ties 
of comradeship, whether members 
of our post or not. 

‘We shall endeavor to maintain 
the high standard of patriotism set 
in 1861-65, realizing that the defense 
of our country is as necessary — in 
peace as in. war—we shall proceed 
on the even tenor of our way, confi- 
dent that the time will come when 
our comrades of the Grand Army 
will find it to their own advantage 
to extend to us an invitation to join 
their depleted ranks as they march 
against that foe which fs certain at 
the end to be victorious. we

A party of prominent men of this 
town went to Revere last Friday, on in- 
vitation of the International Sewage 
Disposal company to examine an eX- 
perimental plant which has been in- 
stalled at that place. The party was 
met by representatives of the company 
and escorted to ‘Revere beach where a 
shore dinner was enjoyed. They were 
then conducted to the plant and given 
an opportunity to witness the process 
of the system. The sewage enters the 
building by means of pipes, where it 
enters a large tank. From this tank it 
flows through a series of five tanks, 
each having the outlet at the top. Thus 
it is allowed to stand for some time in 
each tank and the sediment is given a 
chance to deposit at the bottom of the 
tanks. From the last of these tanks 
the water, which is now comparative y 
clear, is run into a large flat tank, the 
bottom of which is covered with layers 
of broken stone, something after the 
fashion of macadamized roads, except 
that it is not rolled. The outlet for the 
water is at the bottom so that it must 
soak through this crushed stone, and 
is thus cleared of all sediment and 
odor. The system appears to work fine- 
ly. An analysis of the water, 
cumes from the last outlet, was made 
by a chemist and it was found to b2 
but little below the purity of metropol- 
itan water. The latter was .99985 pure, 
and the former .99975. The members of 
the party tasted the water and could 
detect no odor or bad taste to it. The 
company claims that the sediment is 
valuable as a fertilizer and that this 
will pay for-the expense of the plant.

There is a movement on foot for se- 
curing free postal delivery for the town 
of North Andover. The success of 
Methuen in securing this improvement 
in its postal service has encduraged 
the North Andover people to think that 
there is a possibility of their securing 


a like favor. As in the case of Me- 
thuen it will be necessary for the town 
office to become a sub-station to Law- 
rence. Postmaster Brigham stated this 
morning to a Telegram reporter that he 
was aware that ere was some talk 
of this in North ‘Andover, but that no 
petition has yet been forwarded to him. 
He further stated that if a_ sufficient 
number signed a petition for it to show 
that it was the desire of the town to 
secure the system, he had no doubt but 
that it would be granted. The only 
thing necessary is that enough petition 
to make it certain that the majority of 
townspeople wish the innovation. 

In all probability the annexation of 
North Andover to the Lawrence postal 
district will make the population of the 
district over 75,000, if. the estimated in- 
creasei in population is anywhere near 
correct. This will be a good thing for 
the carriers, for the office will then be 
entered upon the list of first class car- 
rier offices, which means an increase of 
$200 or $300 a year to the carriers.

A number of the 
survivors of that noted regiment are 
residents of this city and Methuen, 
most of them belonging to Co. B, which 
was recruited almost wholly from Me- 
thuen and Lawrence. The local sur- 
vivers are Charles M. Sawyer, Albert L. 
Dame, Sidney Poor, Calvin J. Sargent, 
Charles H. Sargent, William H. John- 
son, Samuel Turkington, Edward Dow- 
ding and James Allen of Co. B., and 
George W. Plummer and _ William 
Barnes of the Lawrence company. 
Many of these are in attendance at the 
reunion, being the guests of J. Payson 
Bradley: who was the company’s drum- 
mer boy. 


This regiment, which was originally 
the Fourteenth Massachusetts Artillery 
has a yery interesting history, for it is 
known throughout the country for its 
brilliant army record, and the story is 
of peculiar interest to Methuen people 
from the fact that the majority of men 
who entered the service in Methuen 
were connected with this regiment. 

Co. B of the regiment was organized 
from Methuen volunteers in the sum- 
mer of 1860. It was sent to Fort War- 
ren and in the latter part of 1861 went 
to the defense of Washington. When 
tne regiments were detailed for the de- 
fence of the latter place, the Fourteenth 
Massachusetts Infantry was _ selected 
after a competitive inspection with 
other regiments for their excellent dis- 
cipline, marksmanship, well regulated 
camp, good appearance and reliable 
men, in which it excelled all others. 
The name of the regiment was changed 
from the Fourteenth Mass. Infantry to 
the First Mass. Heavy Artillery. 


This regiment’ remained on duty in 
front of Washington on Arlington 
Heights, until toward the end of the 
war, when it was ordered to the front, 
where it performed the distinguished 
service that made it so well known. 
During this latter period it was’ en- 
gaged in more than twenty of those 
flercely fought battles. It was found 
in the thick of the fight at Winchester, 
Spottsylvania, Nort Anna, Toloptomy 
Creek, Cold Harbor, the three days 
struggie at Petersburg, Pauper Spring 
church, First Hatcher’s Run, Straw- 
berry Creek, Second Hatch’s Run, 
Deep Bottom, Five Forks, Jettisville, 
Sailor Creek, Mine Explosion and the 
surrender of Lee. 6 


'At Spottslyvania it occupied an im- 
portant position in the centre of Grant's 
army, and held at bay Ewell’s force of 
more than four times their number, un- 
ttl reinforcements arrived from five 
miles away, thus” preventing Grant’s 
army from being cut in two. For the 
heroic behavior of the men on that oc- 
casion they received the unusual dis- 
tinction of a special commendation 
from General Grant. In this battle the 
Methuen contingent suffered its heav- 
jest blow, 15 men being killed, 15 taken 
prisoners and about 35 wounded. 

The Methuen company occupied an 
honorable position in this regiment of 
800 men. At the battle of June 16, the 
regimental color bearer was twice shot 
and our well known townsman Albert 
L. Dame was given this honorable and 
dangerous place in the regiment, and 
had the honor of carrying the colors to 
the end of the war, and delivering them 
up to the state at its close. Mr. Dame

DOVER, N. H., Aug. 9—The prelimi- 
nary hearing in the case of William 
Scott and John Farrell, charged with 
committing the burglary at the plant of 
the Cold Spring Brewing company !n 
Lawrence, Mass., in the early part of 
July last, was begun in the police court 
here this afternoon before Judge Mason, 

Both prisoners pleaded not guilty of 
the charge when arraigned. They 
have been held in Dover jail since their 
arrest a few days after the murder here 
on the Fourth of July, for which crime 
three of their companions have been 
held for the grand jury. 

The trial will probably take the re- 
mainder of the afternoon and a portion 
of the forenoon tomorrow.
